The plan was pre­ 
pared by the county planning com­ 
mission in cooperation with other 
county leaders and local officials. 
The plan, contained in a 63- 
page booklet, is the outgrowth (rf 
the objectives gathered from stu­ 
dies and data compiled by the 
commission during its 10-year ex 
istence. 
Prior to the issuing (rf the mas 
ter plan, the planning commis­ 
sion had always maintained cor 
lain objectives concerning bow 
the county could best develop in 
the future.

“Financially Advantageous” 
Stout pointed out that “it’s been 
financially advantageous for Brig. 
tol Township to be in the join­ 
ture.” He noted that 4.5 per cent 
of the administrative, mainten­ 
ance and custodial personnel of 
the four secondary schools are 
paid for by the $19,300 which 
Tullytown is presently paying.

He also pointed out that Tully­ 
town pays $3,632 rental, based on 
$18 for each of its 204 pupils now 
* attending junior and senior high 
school in Bristol Township. “This 
makes a total of approximately 
$23,000,” he 
stated.

stout claimed that numerous 
* other costs would not be reduced 
; whether Tullytown was a mem- 
i ber of the jointure or not. These 
included water, electricity and 
* custodial help, he explained. 
Duplicate Functions 
- 
As for the costs of Bristol 
; Township’s being a part of the 
. jointure, Stout felt that $7,600 of 
the school budget could be elim* 
* inated by the duplicate functions 
'and duplicate accounting requir- 
* ed with Tullytown in the jointure.

“Subtracting this form the $23,- 
000 Tullytown pays,” Stout ex 
plained, “the net difference fi­ 
nancially to Bristol Township is 
$15,000 with having Tullytown in 
the jointure.” 
He concluded by pointing up 
some inequities in the jointure,

“The jointure has its financial

The board was questioned last

2 Boys Offer To Pay 
For School Damage 


Two of the three boys who ad­ 
mitted to the destructive vanda­ 
lism at the Ralph Waldo Emer­ 
son Elementary School want to 
pay for the damages they in­ 
flicted, 
This' was brought to light last 
night when a letter from Mrs. 
Esther Jungkurth of 34 Vista 
Road, Violetwood, Levittown, was 
read at the . Bristol Township 
School Board meeting. Her two 
sons, Patrick, 13, and John, 15, 
and Michael Davis, 14, of 48 Vista 
Road, admitted to the Feb. 25 
vandalism after being caught in­ 
side a food market by township 
police at 4 a.m. on March 27. 
To Earn Money 
Mrs. Jungkurth wrote “John 
and Patrick are anxious to make 


restitution.” She saki that pay 
ment would be made with money 
earned by the boys themselves. 
Each of the boys’ share is $156 
of the $419.60 damage inflicted 
upon the township school. 
Mrs. Jungkurth’s letter said that 
the boys have small bank ac 
counts from money earned in the 
past, plus money which they’ve 
earned since being released from 
the county detention center. “This 
amounts to about $145,” Mrs 
Jungkurth wrote. 
Bucks County Judge John P. 
Full am, in putting the boys on 
indefinite probation in the custody 
of their parents following a hear 
ing on April IO, expressed the 
hope that the boys would work 
during the summer months to pay 
for the damage.

located in the region which would 
comprise the bulk of this sub­ 
urban satellite. 
A rural greenbelt of farm, es­ 
tate, and parks would form the 
fringe of the region. Future ex­ 
pressways could be constructed 
in this fringe area and industrial 
parks could locate at the inter­ 
changes with arterial highways. 
Transportation Network 
The transportation network is 
foreseen as the framework around 
which these independent regions 
will be located. Thus the county 
plan itself will rely on the trans­ 
portation complex. 
The plan calls for the arterial 
highways to crisscross at th e 
core center. 
Interchanges will 
course through the fringe areas. 
The basic purpose of the arterial 
highway is to serve the cores and 
provide access to the express­ 
ways. The main function of the 
expressways is to carry motor 
vehicles 
between 
metropolitan 
centers at high speeds. 
Invaluable Centers 
The nuclei for some core areas 
in Bucks County exists today in 
the major boroughs, according 
to the comprehensive plan. 
The general location and large 
existing investment in these cores 
make them invaluable centers for 
future development. 
Centers such as Bristol in Low­ 
er Bucks and Quakertown Per- 
ka&ie-SeUersviUe, Doylestown and 
New Hope In the upper part of 
the county will play major roles 
in the continuing growth of Bucks 
County.

Mexico Quake 
Cracks Walls, 
Injures 12 


MEXICO CITY (UPI)—-A strong 
earthquake rocked Mexico City 
today, cracking walls, toppling 
debris into the streets, and caus­ 
ing a number of casualties. 
One man collapsed and died of 
a heart attack as he fled his 
home here, the Red Cross re­ 
ported. At least 12 persons were 
treated in hospitals for injuries. 
Four were reported in serious 
condition 
The quake area covered much 
of southern Mexico and included 
at least four states as well as the 
federal district here. It was be. 
lieved to be the most severe 
quake since 1967 when 56 persons 
were killed in the same general 
area. 
(In Washington U.S. officials 
classified the Mexican quake as a 
“major” one after analysis of 
seismographic readings by the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
(Officials said the magnitude of 
the tremors which shook Mexico 
City was more than seven on the 
Richter scale which has nine as 
its lighest magnitude. 
(In Berkeley, California, the 
University of California seismo­ 
graph recorded the magnitude of 
the quake as 7Va, Officials there 
estimated the epicenter to be in 
Oaxaca State, south of Mexico 
City.) 
The quake was felt as far south 
as 
Acapulco, 
Mexico’s 
famed 
beach resort on the Pacific in 
Guerrero State. Other states af 
fected were Puebla, Mexico, and 
Veracruz. 
Electric, telephone and water 
supply services were knocked out 
in Acapulco where several im 
portant 
buildings 
were 
badly 
cracked by the quake. 
Reports from Acapulco called 
the quake “the worst shock felt 
here in recent years.” 
In Mexico City the shock was 
heavy enough to knock govern­ 
ment seismograph instruments out 
of order. 
Bricks and cement toppled from 
buildings here and virtually all 
traffic on the streets came to a 
halt when the first shocks were 
felt about 8:15 a.m., CST, (10:15 
a m., EDT).
